Sermon on the Prophecy of Isaiah, His 
Name Shall be Wonderfal"—Dr. Talmage 
Denies Reports of His Dissatisfaction 
With His Cuureh. 


Washington, Ang. §.—Dr. Talmage, 
referring to recent reports as to the sev- 
erance of his present pastoral relations, 
has authorizod the following statement :— 

“I have denounced the infamous talse- 
hood concerning my dissatisfaction with 
my Washington church and the state- 
ment that Thad determined not fo re 
turn there. Relations between that con- | 
gregation and myself aré perfectly happy, 
and the church has met all its obliga- 
tions to me. Onur attendance was larger 
last year than ever before, many more 
People coming than we could accommo- 
date. I will be in my regular pulpit the 
seconil Sabbath in September.” 

In the discourse below hy Dr. Talmage 
Christ is looked at from an unusual 
standpoint. His text is Isaiah 1x, 6, 
“His name shall be called wonderful." 

The prophet lived in a dark time. For 
some 3,000 years the world had been 
getting worse. Kingloms had arisen and 
Perished. As the captain of a vessel 
a

the stormy 
times in which he lived, put the tele- 
scope of prophecy to hia eye and saw 750 
years ahead one Jesus advancing to the 
Tescue. I want to show that when Isaiah 
called Christ the Wonderful he spoke 
wisely. 
Popular Pietures of Christ. 


In most houses there is a pictare of 
Christ. Sometimes it represents him with 
face effeminate; sometimes with a face 
despotic. I have seen West's grand sketch 
of the rejection of Christ; I bave seen 
the face of Christ as cut on an emerald, 
sald to be by command of Tiberius 
Cwsar, and yet I am convinced that 1 
shall never know haw Jesus looked 
until, on that sweet Sabbath morning, I 
the last sleep from my, eyes 
in the cool piver of henyen, take up 
this book of divine photographs, and I 
lonk at Luke's sketch, at John's sketch 
anil at Paul's sketch, and I say, with 
Isaiah, ** Wonderful!" 

I think that yoti Are all Interested in 
the story of Christ. You feel that he is 
the only one who can help yon. You have 
unbounded admiration for the command 
et who helped his passengers ashore while 
he himself perished, but have you no- 
admiration for him who rescued our 
souls, himself falling back into the 
waters from which he had saved 

Christ was wonderful in the magiet- 
fam of his person. 

After the battle of Antietam, when a 
general rode along the lines, although 
the soidiers were lying down exhausted, 
they rose with great enthusiasm and 
huzzard. As Napoleon returned from his 
captivity his first step on the wharf 
shook ail the kingdoms, and 250,000 men 
Joined his standard. It took 3,000 troops 
to watch him ip bis exile. So there have 
been men of wonderful magnetism of 
Person, but hear me while I tell you of 
& poor young man who came up from 
Nazareth to produce a thrill such as has 
never been excited hy any other, Napo- 
Jeon had around him the memories of 


|Austerlitz and Jena and Badajos, but 
| here was a man who 


had fought no 
battles, who wore no epaulets, who 
brandished no sword. He is no titled 
man of the schools, for he never went to 
school. He hads probably never seen a 
prince or shaken hands with a nobleman. 
The only extraordinary person we know 
of as being in his comffiny waa his own 
mother, and she was s0 poor that in the 
most delicate and solemn hour that ever 
comes to a woman's soul she was obliged 
to le down amid camel drivers groom- 
— the beasts of burden. 

imagine Christ one day standing in 


| the streets of Jerusalem. A man descend- 


ed from high Hneage is standing beside 
him. and says: “My father was o mer- 
chant prince. He had a castle on the 
beach at Galilee. Who was your father?"’ 
Christ answers, ‘Joseph, the carpenter."” 
A man from Athens is standing there 
unrolling bis parchment of graduation, 
and says to Christ, “Where did you go 
to school?”

AN INSECT CATCHER, - | 
A Plant Named Darlingtonia That Lares 
Insects to Destruction. 

California has a trumpet leaf more re- 
markable than those that growin the 
vast. It is the daflingtonia, named for 
Dr. Darlington, a famous botanist who 
lived near Philadelphia“Inany years ago. 
In the mountains where it grows the peo- 
ple call itealf's ead from the shape of 
the pitchers. These are sometimes three 
feet tall and are covered at top by = sors 
of hocd that bends down over th mouth. 
The hood ends in two spreading wings 
that give it the look of a fish's tall. Like 
the other trumpet leafs, darlingtonia has 
its pitchers brightly colored, so as to catch 
the eyes of flying insects and lure them to 
their destruction. Around the mouth of 
the pitcher, along the fish tail and often 
down the wing on one side there is a lit- 
tle of the swestish, sticky substance that 
offers s bait to the visitor, tempting him
